Euus.rdo studied at Saint Meinrad Seminary ( class 1968); he is in 
orison in ILawsonp (Argentina) since 6 years. 

After that all my family was persecuted by the Argentine Army. 

With our three children : Federico ( 9 years), Cecilia (8 years) 
and Liliana (c years), I had to flee in 1977, and now we are in 
Switzerland . 

Sduardo was imprisoned oh May 8th. 1975, in San Luis (Argentina) f 
and judged for having Marxist bibliography. 

His penalty is finished, but he continues beeing a prisoner and he 
is at the National Executive rower's disposition. 

In the prison where he stays, at the extreme south of the country, 
a verv hard climate, the authorities of the place are extremely 
severe, and his health is worsing very fastly. 

Morally he is very strong, never complains about his pains, and. he 
expresses a very deep conviction and Christian hope. 

Since he is in prison, he endures chronic sinusitis and gastro- 
enteritis, and troubles on the spinal column. 

Cince December 1930 he suffers of pleurisy, and he had to be 
riacod in the prisons hospital; the only attendance he received 


s. his health conditions are getting worse, to pleurisy 
rorical bronchitis added, with heart complications. 

Fixuation, many doctors and church people from several
